Prices of Cereals Go Up With = Rush—

. Heavy Offers of Government Bonds for
the Prepayment of Interest—Vanderbit
Is Not In the List.

New YORK, September 11.—All the spec-
ulative markets were excited and uneasy to-
day, and fluctuations more violent than at
any time for many years.
